Applicants respectfully petition under 37 CFR §1.181 that the holding of 
abandonment, as communicated in the Notice of Abandonment mailed on June 13, 2006, 
for the application captioned above be withdrawn.

2005 indicating that mail was returned to the Office as undelivered (attached are a 
printout of the web page showing the documents available in the image file wrapper and 
a printout of the first page of the Office Action of November 14, 2005 showing that the 
Office received it back on November 21, 2005). 

As stated above and shown by the attached documents, the Applicants did not 
receive the Office Action of November 14, 2005. The Applicants submit that the present 
petition provides a sufficient showing as detailed in MPEP 71 1.03(c).
